For tomorrow’s election the polls will 
be open in the 500 precincts of St. Louis 
from 6 a. m. until 7 p. m In the 2900 


other precincts throughout the State the 
polls will be open from sunrise to sunset. 

When the voter goes into the polling 
place he will be handed a bundle con- 
taining six ballots—Democratic, Repub- 
lican, Progressive, Socialist, Prohibition 
and Sociaiist Labor. In addition he will 
receive a separate ballot containing the 
three proposed amendments to the Mis- 
souri Constitution. 

If the voter wishes to vote a straight 
party ticket he will select the ticket of 
the party of his choice and without mak- 
ing any marks whatever upon it fold it 
and hand it to one of the judges. Pen- 
cils will be provided in all booths for 
those who wish to scratch their tickets. 
Every voter has the privilege of scratch- 
ing the name of any candidate he does 
not wish to vote for, and to write in the 
name of the candidate he does wish to 
vote for. 

Hew You Can Scratch Ticket. 

The Post-Dispatch has received many 
Inquiries as to how a Republican can 
vote for President Wilson and at the 
Same time vote for the balance of the 
Republican candidates. There are two 
ways this can be done. First, the voter 
may scratch the names of the eighteen 
Republican electors. on the Republican 
ballot and write in the names of the 
eighteen Democratic electors, which he 
will find on the Democratic ballot.’

Frank B. Ruhr, 4 years old, of 4002 
Palm street, lawyer, real estate dealer 
and Republican elector ‘for the Tenth 
Congressional District, shot himself in 


the mouth with a revolver shortly after 
noon today while being driven through 
Forest Park in his automobile. He died 
on the way to the city hospital. 

The automobile was passing tlre zoo 
bird cage when Alonzo Dedman, Ruhr's 
chauffeur, heard an explosion which, he 
at first thought was caused by a tire 
blowing out. Looking around, he saw 
Ruhr lying in the bottom of the ton- 
neau. . 

The frightened chauffeur drove to 
Delmar boulevard and Taylor avenue 
before finding a policeman. Ruhr was 
then still alive, but unconscious. 

In Ruhr’s pocket was found a sealed 
letter addressed to his wife. and writ- 
ten on the letterhead of his real estate 
office at 1136-Chestnut street. 

Ruhr Had Been Worried. 

Business associates of Ruhr said that 
recently he had been worried over 4 
cancer of the mouth which he believed 
to be incurable. About two weeks 480 
he slipped and fell in his garage and 
@ small bone in his leg was broken. 
To add to his worries, his wife had 
been ili for several weeks. 

Dedman told the police he was not 
Ruhr's regular chauffeur, but that he 
was summoned to Ruhr’s home today. 
Ruhr said he believed a drive in the 
park would do him good, and engaged 
Dedman to run the car. 

Ruhr was active in Catholic church af- 
fairs and was a member of many church 
and charitable societies. Several years 
ago he ue the member of a team which

Cheers for Poland and Rulers. 

Then came cheers from the hitherto 
silent crowd, cheers for Poland, Em- 
peror William, Emperor Francis Joseph, 
for Germany and the Germans and for 
Gen. von Beseler. President Brudzinski 
of the recently elected City Council, whc 
is rector of the University of Warsaw, 
advanced before the dais and in the 
Polish tongue gave thanks for the Im- 
perial decree. ; 

He asserted the determination of the 
Poles would be found worthy of the lib- 
erties conferred, and asked that as the 
first step toward the formation of the 
Government a regent be appointed for 
the kingdom, since the time was not 
ripe: for the nomination of the heredi- 
tary sovereign promised in the manifes- 
to, President Brudzinski, who was in 
plain civilian attire, without decorations, 
reemed to represent the spirit not of the 
ancient Poland and the Polish chivalry, 
but of the modern intellectual Poland, 

Gen. von Beseler replied in crisp 
phrases that in the midst of the world 
war had come the moment of fulfill- 
ment of the long cherished Polish wish 
for re-establishment of the Polish king- 


Twenty minutes saw the end of the 
ceremony and the participants excitedly 
discussing the future, slowly made their 
way from the palace through the crowd- 
ed court yard into the throng outside. 

So far as an observer unfamiliar with 
the language could judge, there seemed 
to be a ser.timent of genuine enthusiasm 
emong the Polish representatives in the 
hall. In the assemblage were the mem- 
bers of the new City Council, delegates 
from the university, the faculties of the 
exademies of science and arts, members 
ef the Roman Catholic clergy, headed 
by the Archbishop in the brilliant, robe 
of a cardinal which’ he was’ entitled to 
wear as primate of the. Polish church; 
tho bearded chief rabbi and Jewish sub- 
ordinates, and leading representatives of 
the old Polish aristocracy. 

Crowds Read Posters. 

While Gen. von Beseler was reading 
the manifesto inside the palace crowds 
scanned posters béaring the text of the 
proclamation which, were being pasted 
at every street» corner. Hand bills were 
distributed among the crowd, which 
jammed the palace square and adjoining 
streets so tightly that it was a physical 
impossibility to distribüte the news in 
its official form exeépt very slowly:

Sale to East Side Levee Board at 
$800 an Acre Was

It became known today that the land 
of Pr. R. X. McCracken, Health Com- 
missioner of Hast St. Louis, for which 
the East Side Levee and Sanitary Dis- 
trict Board agreed to pay $800 an acre, 
was appraised. by East St. Louis real 
estate men at $200 to $250 an acre when 
the condemnation suit wag pending in 
the County Court at Belleville last 
August.

Nespie, president of the Illinois State 
Bank, who is a brother of Thomas Gil- 
lespie, attorney for the Levee Board, 
went along. 

McLean and Sherrer say they valued 
the land at $200 to $260 an acre, but 
were willing to give McCracken the 
benefit of the doubt and testify that 
it was worth $300, and that Eggman 
agreed to their estimates. Eggman re- 
fuses to talk about it. 

While the condenination case was 
pending counsel for the interested 
parties announced thet they had 
agreed on $800 an acre for the land 
taken over for levee purposes and 
damages of $300 an acre for addition- 
al McCrackén land not taken over. 
McCracken had bought 27 acres of 
the land a short time before from 3 
woman who was an old schoolmate. 
His profit would have been $16,600. 
After the facts were made known 
Judge Messick set the sale aside. 

McLean said today that directly after 
the condemnation suit was filed at Belle- 
ville, McCracken took him and Scherrer 
and Eggman to see the land. McLean 
told the others that it looked like very 
urdinary stuff, worth perhaps $200 or 250 
an acre, but to give McCracken the bén- 
efit of the doubt, he was willing to give 
his opinion in court that it was worth 
$300 an acre, provided McCracken did 
not ask for damages on parts of the 
land not purchased, 

Scherrer said that his estimate was the 
same as McLean’s but that he, ton, 
agreed to make it $300 an acre provided 
that McCracken asked no damages. 

It has been claimed that land adjacent 
to McCracken’s is worth $1000 to $1800 an 
acre, Scherrer says that the land quot- 
ed at such prices is seven miles from 
the McCracken land and that there are 
thousands of acres between which can 
be bought for $200 to $250 an acre.

His Reply to Four Charges in the 
Post-Dispatch Shown to Be 
Misleading. 


State Auditor John P. Gordon, who is 
included among those candidates voters 
are urged by the Post-Dispatch to vote 
against because of their bad offlelal rec- 
ords, has issued a “denial” of his rec- 
ord as printed in the Post-Dispatch. 

Following is the statement issued by 
Auditor Gordon, and following his stato- 
ment is a more detailed statement ok 
the facts in his record as State Auditor: 

First Charge—That I joined with 
other members of the Major admin- 
istration in @ secret diversion of 
$300,000 of school money in 1915. This 
charge I deny and brand as false, 
because in that year we gave to the 
school children of the State several 
hundred thousand dollars more than 
they ever received under any other 
administration. 

Second Charge—That I bought an 
automobile for the penitentiary. 
This charge is absolutely false. I 
never at any time purchased an 
automobile for the penitentiary or 
for any other State institution. 

Third Charge—That I have kept 
my wife and son on my payroll. This 
is untrue. At no time, excepting 
once for 30 days, have more than 
one of my 20 clerks been telated to 
mo by bonds or marriage. 

Fourth Charge—That I have mis- 
represented the facts when I deny 
Judge Lamm’s charge that the 
“State is busted flatter than a flit- 
tor.“ I repeat that on the day Judge 
Lamm made that charge we had in 
the State Treasury more than $4,000,- 
000, 000. 
The facts regarding the attempted di- 

version of the school fund are that 
Auditor Gordon, Gov. Major; Attorney- 
General Barker, Secretary.’ of State 
doach and Treasurer Deal, at a time 
when the general revenue fund of . 


State had reached a low ebb in the 
spring of 1915, agreed that certain funds 

which in former years had been en 
portioned to the public schools of the 
State should not be apportioned to them 
in the future.’ This agreement was sc- 
cretly entered into and the change of! 
rolicy toward the schools was not pub- 
licly known until a Post-Dispatch re- 
rorter, after the apportionment actually | 
had been made by the Auditor, learned 
that the public schools would receive ap- 
proximately $500,000 less under the ap- 
portionment than they would have re- 
ceived if the former policy had been.ad- 
hered to. 

Even after these facts had become 
known the Auditor announced his inten- 
tion of standing by the apportionment. 
A storm of protest was heard from all 
parts of the State, and finally a suit: 
was filed in the Supreme Court to com- 
pell the Auditor to apportion: fo the 
schools the money due them. The court | 
required him to apportion about $300,000 | 
which he and the other state officers : 
had sought to withhold from the schools.

Wash., and Shooting Begins. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 6. Seven men 
are dead and 50 suffering today from 
bullet wounds, as the result of a fight 
on Saturday at Everett, Wash., % miles 
north of Seattle, when 250 members of 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
sought to land in that city from the 
steamer Verona, which had carried them 
from Seattle. : 
Sheriff Donald MeRace of Snohomish] 
County, who, with a posse, forbade the 
men to land. 

A shot fired from the Verona, accord- 
ing to the boat's officers, was followed 
immediately by firing from both sides. 
The steamer hastened back to Seattle 
with the dead and wounded. The Seat- 
tle police took the dead to the morgue, 
the wounded to the city hospital and 
the unwounded to the city jail. 

Two members of the Everett citizens’ 
posse, G. O0. Curtis, formerly Second 


Guard, and Jefferson N. Beard, were 
killed, and 19 others were wounded. 0 
Including the wounded, there are 24 
men and three women under arrest here. 
Forty-one mén were taken from a sec- 
ond steamer which failed to reach Ev- 
erett. The women were taken from a 
motor bus which had conveyed them 
from the northern boundary of Seattle. 
where they had disembarked from an 
Everett interurban car. 

The fight was a@ result of a 
test between the Industrial Workers an- 
the citizens of Everett over the right 
to hold street meetings in that city. 

The National Guard and Naval Mi- 
litia at Everett and in Seattle are under 
orders to meet any emergency. 

Sheriff Menge, who is suffering from 
two gunshot wounds in the leg, assert- 
ed that the first shot was fired by a 
man standing in front of the pilot house 
of the steamer Verona.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Agents of the 
Department of Justice have designated 
approximately 18,000 negroes in West 
Virginia, Indiana, Ohio and Illinois to be 
watched on eleetion day to prevent their 
use as repeaters or illegal voters. Evi- 
dence of a purpose to vote the new ar- 
rivals have been found in a number of 
doubtful districts in West Virginia, In- 
diana, Ohio and Illinois, It is said that 
180 negro immigrants are in the East 
St. Louls district of Illinois and others 
are in the Ozark regions of Missouri. 

Representatives of the Department of 
Justice have the names of about 60,000 
negroes who migrated within the last 
few months from Florida, Alabama, 
Georgia and Tennessee. They are trying 
to list about as many more who are 
now residing in states north of the Po- 
tomac River. 

About 118,000 or 120,000 negroes, mogt 
of them men, have gone from the cotton 
belt of the South to the North, East 
and West within the last six months.

Turn into a buttered bak- 
ing pan and bake for one-half hour 
in a moderate oven. The prunes 
should be cooked until tender and 
pressed through a sieve, then this 
prune pulp spread over the tapioca. 
Beat the whites of the eggs until 
stiff with the pulverized sugar, then 
pile lightly on top of the pudding. 
Place in a hot oven and brown slight- 
ly across the top.
